Dr. Cameron 

Urges Changes 



Establishment of psychiatric de- 
partments in general hospitals 
throughout Canada is urged by Dr. 
D. Ewen Cameron,, director of the 
Allan Memorial Institute of psy- 
chiatry and professor of p.'iychintry 
at McGill Univcr.sity. in the cur- 
rent i.'.siic of the Canadian Ho.spilnl 
.Tournai, official mouthpiece of the 
Canadian Hospital Council. 

"Psychiatry in Canada," he states, 
"is lopsided. If you have a major 
mental breakdown, you can enter 
one of the provincial mental hos- 
pitals niTti receive treatment which 
is nt least equal to that obtain.iblc 
in similar hospitals in any other 
country. 

"But it you are suffering from 
one of the far more numerous psy- 
choneurotic or psj-chosomatic ill- 
nesses or if you are in the early 
stages of a major psychiatic break- 
down and are unwilling to volun- 
tary admission or commitment to a 
provincial mental hospital, your 
opportunities for modern treatment 
arc limited." 

Dr. Cinieron claims that the es- 
tablishment of psychiatric dcpart-

The breokfast is a gift from Cana- 
dian university men and women to 
their comrades-ln-lcarning, who 
otherwise would go without ony- 
Itiing to ent and sit in chilly class- 
rooms until the first meal at 1 p.m. 
Responsibility for this project was 
accepted last year by the Canadian 
Committee of the ISS at a cost of 
$4,000. 

Austria Needs Food 

Food is the direst of Austria's 
prc.'cnt needs, and it is at Inns- 
bruck that the shortness is felt deep- 
est. While .students in Vienna re- 
ceived n daily ration of L.'ino cal- 
i oric.', rations at Innsbruck fell to 
l.'.20fl calorics nnd at one point fell 
In Bno. Ln.st year. World Student 
Relief, (he .monc.v ndministerinR 
ISS funds, directed part of its Aus- 
I Irian shipment In Innsbruck nnd, in 
I addition, sent half a ton of sugar. 
I "Tlie Relierai living conditions in 
I Austria have not improved," writes 
Dr. K. Brunncr, Chairman ISS 
Committee, to the Camidian ISS 
Committee, "nie drought la.st sum- 
mer has imperilled our electric sup- 
ply Fuel is very short Indeed. So 
far. we are only able to heat our 
university buildings three days a 
week, and even then we are forced 
to heat them just as little ns pos- 
sible to economize on the small coal 
supply we were able lo gel." 

UTTLE FUEL AVAILABLE 
"The lack of fuel nnd electricity 
also makes tho supply of clothes 
more difficult than ever. Our tex- 
tile factories are not working at 
their full capacity. Even if the 
raw materinl should be nvajlal)lc 
it will take some time luilil the 
imo.tt urRpnl noeds of the jmpula- 
linn can be supplied. Beside!!, ex- 
prisoners of war from Russia and 
Yugoslavia are now gradually re- 
leased and arc arriving in a pitiful 
state, so that all our spare supplies 
of clothing material has to go to 
them. University professors have 
been unable to buy new clothes for 
some eight or nine years. .... 
Many students have no winter ov- 
ercoats and are wearing their old 
army uniforms, somehow made up 
to look like civilian suits. 
Laboratory Supplies Sea-ce 
"Another difficulty is study ma- 
terials. Glassware for laboratories 
nnd chemicals of all sorts are dit-

To Great Canadian Citizen 



Dr F, Cyril James, principal and 
vice-chancellor of McGill Univer- 
sity, said: "Mr. George Spinney 
was one of those great personalities 
who inspired with confidence all 
those who were their associates. 
The outstanding contribution thnt 
he made to the war effort of this

"Dear Friend: • "Your state of 
mind will surprise no outsider, who 
has lived a few years in the U.S. 
The immature North American 
philosophy of life explains many 
mistakes and the lack of happiness 
one sees on the U.S scene. Al- 
though history denies its conquer- 
ing value these days, North Amer- 
icans expect to smash ideas with 
the strength of wealth. That policy 
remains the attitude of a well-to-do 
tryhig childishly to win the faith- 
fulness of a woman with expens- 
ive gifts. 

The emotional instability (we 
want something new, something 
different, something exciting) that 
chnractcri7.es the North American 
soul and is wreckins so many 
homes made up of U.S. boys and 
girls, educated by the same teach- 
ers, in the same schools, and Intei- 
leclualiy fed up with the same

books, proves the inadequacy of 
the North American philosophy of 
life to deal with the problems re- 
lated to human nature. 

North American parents, by 
allowing their children (at an early 
age from foreign standard) to be- 
have like full-grown adults in 
order to develop wh:it they call 
initiative, and escape what they call 
frustrations, are merely molding 
future "biases'. Indeed, experi- 
ments have proven that a young 
mind given loo early to freedom 
will turn uninhibited, unsatisfied, 
unhappy. 

. . . the national disease of the 
U.S. is a product of this freedom 
... the ten million victims of men- 
tal ailments in the U.S. may be con- 
sidered as a national curse . . . 

The increasing number of books, 
movies, social conversations which 
gravitate around psychiatry, reveals 
the existence of a national con- 
science troubled by the mental 
diseases question. 

. . . They ought to leam to under- 
stand that happiness is a state of 
mind, resulting from the research 
of splrirtual values and intellectual 
delight." 

We quoted most of this letter, 
written by Lionel Desert to an 
American friend, which letter is 
typical of a school of thought ad- 
hered to by many in un-American 
territories. * 



Financier Was 
In 59th Year; 
Heart Attack 

George Wilbur Spinney, C.M.G., 
D.C.L., Governor of the University, 
President of the Bank of Montreal, 
nnd one of the country's leading 
financiers died suddt^nty Sunday 
morning in the Ross Memorial Pa- 
villion of the Royal Victoria Hos- 
pital of a heart attack. He was in 
his ,59tli year. 

.Mr. Spinney Joined the Board of 
Governors In January of 1943. He 
rereived an hon'irniv dr:;iTe of 
Doclor of Civil Laws lor the Uni- 
versity of AcadiH at a convocation 
in May of 1942, ond was elected 
President of thn Ho.val Victoria 
Hospital in April of 1947. The fin- 
ancier had been a governor of the 
hospital. 

A month ago Mr. Spinney entered 
the Royal Victoria Ho-spital for a 
routine check-up and while there 
liad a heart attack. He was ordered 
to take a complete rest nnd ap- 
peared to be making steady pro- 
Rre.ss toward recovery. On Satur- 
day morning, however, he had a 
relapse and died at 4 o'clock Sun- 
day morning. 

VIclory Loan 

Chairman of the First Victory 
Loan in June of 1D4I. he became 
chairman of the National War 
Finance Committee in October, 
1911, and remained al the head of 
the cominitlce until .•\in;usl of 1943. 
wlicn ho resigned becau.-^c of pres- 
sure of other responsibilities and 
was made honorary chairman. At 
that time Hon. J. L. Ilsley. .Minisier 
of Finance, said tlic success of liic 
committee's actions in each of the 
four lo.iii.s "has. in Inrgc measure, 
been due to his (Mr. Spinney's) 
very great abilities." 

CIIARITV LEADER 

A member of the executive com- 
mittee of the Children's Memorial 
Hospitnl, he was chnirniau of a 
cnmpaign which rnised $1,169,000 
(or thnt hospital in 1039 and in 
1029 was chairman of the Federated 
Charities campaign in Montreal. 

For four years, 1939 to 1943, he 
was vice-president of the Canadian 
Banker's Association. 

Born in Yarmouth, N.S., on April

To the average student, the post of governor 
of a iinivci>ity fccms somcwlial remote and 
foreign in tlicir contacts with the academic part 
of the university. Yet in spite of the apparent 
ipnoranrc of the student towards the activide.s 
of the Board of Governors, tlierc is no doulit 
eonceming the immense value the university 
receives from these experienced men of the 
business world. 

It is to them we must give our thanks for 
tlic bountiful facilities McGiil can offer u?, in 
view of the fact that the cost of education far 
oiit-wcighs the fees collected from the students. 

Chancellor 0. S. Tyndale paid sincere tribute 
to the late Mr. Spinney, expressing the Univers- 
ity's loss. He said in part "I. wish to pay special 
Iriljiitc to the invaluable assi.stance he rendered 
as a member of the Board of Governors of the 
University. With his wide experience, his keen 
pencliatinp mind and bis broad human outlook 
he contributed greatly to the solution of our 
many problems."

Although he aided greatly in the affairs of 
MvGill, the whole nation experienced a loirs that 
was made known throupli ils governmental 
leaders, Prime Minister King anil others. For 
tlicy knew how great was the debt the Canadian 
people owcd 'to this man.

"Mr. -George Spinney was one of those person- 
alities who inspired with confidence all those who 
were their associates. The outstanding contribu 
tion that he made to the war effort of this 
Dominion; his presidency of the Royal Victoria 
Hospital; his services as a member of the Board 
of Governors of MeGill and his many other 
activities arc evidence both of his rich ability 
and high affection in .which he was held."

In an unlmposinK house on Mc- 
Kay St., Just a few steps from busy 
St. Catherine, is located ^he Mont- 
real Artist's School, the city's neyv- 
est school of commercial and fine 

arls. The school opened in 1040 
with four students. Today there 
are almost SO people attending the 
day and evening courses offered by 

the M.A.S. 

Lectures at the school are in- 
formally conducted. There is. how- 
ever, careful preparation given to 
the lectures, and a vast program 
covering every phase of art is dealt 
with during the 8 month school 
term. 

Every morning of the week is 
devoted to a life class, which all 
day students attend. Here the as- 
plrinif artists spend their time 
sketching models who pose for 
lengths of time varying from 1 
minute to three hours, depending 
on the type of exercise assigned. 
Two instructors are on hand to 
guide the students. Great liberty 
is allowed the student, who may 
express his or ■ her impressions of 
the subjects in which ever way he 
is inclined. "We study tho style of 
the indivlduat^student and attempt 
to help him within his own parti- 
cular point of view." Alfred Pin- 
sky, co-founder of the school, told 
me: "In this way all oijr students 
retain their individuality on can- 
vas." • 

In the afternoon session the 
students break up into two groups, 
those who intend to make the field 
of commercial art their life work, 
and those who fall into the cata- 
gory called fine art students. At 
the commercial art-class once .ngnin 
the student is given a free h.ind. 
They are allowed to develop their 
own ideas with an instructor cir- 
culating from one desk to another 
suggesting improvements on mater- 
ial and technique. The majority 
of students here are veterans all 
of whom are married. "We would 
like to devote more time to fine 
arls," Hnl Magel, an RC.^F veteran 
from Vancouver said, "but DVA 
docs not consider our course as 
academic, and as a result we* are 
only allowed two years in grants 
and . have to learn everything we 
can about commercial art during 
this limited time." 

At the fine arts class the after- 
noons arc devoted to the study of 
the history of arts, discussions 
groups, and one afternoon a week 
is devoted to criticism by the stu- 
dent body of their own work. Every 
now and then Principal Ghitta Cai- 
serman sends the students out to 
various parts of the city to record 
their impressions of life in Mont- 
real. Then these sketches are 
brought back to the school where 
they are judged by the instructors 
and plans are formulated to trans- 
fer the drawings onto canvas for 
painting. Most of the students de- 
vote their evenings to painting at 
home, thought some return to the 
school and others like QUI Charad 
and Joe Pressman "chip In" to rent 
a little studio "so that we won't 
have to mess up the house." 

I noticed a rare "esprit de corps" 
among the students at the Montreal 
Artist School. Their enthusiasm is 
very high and their praise oh the 
way the school is conducted knows 
no bounds. Many have attended art

Battling Beigler

Travel weary voyagers who sleep soundly on the CNR run be- 
tween Montreal and Toronto probably do notVrealize it, but their 
slumberous tranquUity is due partly to the efforts of one, Cyril 
Ignatius Beigler, second year civil engineering student at McGill 
and captain of that institution's hockey team. For Cy, when not en- 
gaged in making the road rough and rocky for opposing goaltenders 
during the winter, spends the warmer leisure months smoothing the 
roadbed along Canada's most used stretch of track. 

Ignatz, as he is called by lincmate and inseparable friend Jack 
Millar, did not of course do all the work himself, but was just an- 
other member ot a team, which Is closely analogous to his puck- 
chasing endeavors. Even though he occupies the slightly exalted 
position of captain, he is one of the best team players on the club, 
which U probably the reason he gained this honor in his first full 
season with the Redmen. 

BURNED* BADLY 

Cy took the long way around )o get to McGill, and considers 
himself lucky to be playing hockey dt all. In the summer of 1942, he 
was caught and severely burned in a gasoline fire that rendered 
him hors de combat for six months. This not only nearly finished his 
hockey career, but caused him to be discharged from the American 
Naval Air Corps, a service in which he was very keen to stay. 
When displaced from the ser- 
vice of his choice, Cy joined 
the RCAF and did a tour with 
Coastal Command as a pilot He 
played only a .little hockey 
while in the service, and as h 
result when he got to McGill, 
had a few loose ends to gather 
up. These he quickly collected 
and was a very welcome add- 
ition to the 1946 ch.'impionship 
team, Vhcn it seemed to bo 
faltering. He played on defence 
on this squad, end was a great 
asset with his driving spirit 
and blistering shot. 

MEMBER OF "AHLK UNE" 

Prior to his appearance with the 
Redmen, Beigler Is primarily 
noted for his connection with the 
"milk line",.This was a trio that fitaisSUfiiS^. 
was importijd from the west by Dick Irvin in the toll of 1030, when 
the Canadiens were starting on their rebuilding program. Besides 
Beigler there was Kenny Smith, at prcserft with the Boston Bruins, 
and the late Bed Tilson who was killed overseas. They earned their 
strange nickname because their average age vnt only eighteen 
which is rather young for the National Hockey League. 

After his trial with the Habs, Cy went to his heme town Rcgina 
and then later to the Boston Olympics in the Eastern United States 
League as the property of the New York Americans, He spent three 
successful seasons with this club and then signed up for the big 
game in the spring of 1042. 

HAILS FROM WEST 

Hailing from the broad open spaces of the Wc^t, Cy still con- 
siders it his home despite many winters in the East. When he finally 
gets his degree from McGill, he hopes to return to the land ot the 
gopher and the chlnook and build bigger and better railroad beds. 
He still however has two more seasons of good intercollegiate hockey 
left after this one, and If he has four championship jackets hanging 
In his closet with the sheepskin it will suit him perfectly. 

Uncle Bugles (a name acquired when it was nIspeUcd by the 
St. Hyacinthe program makers) in all his puckchasing career, has 
only been on one club that did not win a title and that was the Red 
and White of last year. Otherwise he boasts a perfect record all the. 
way from bantam right up the line to senior hockey. With his in- 
spirational leadership, it is not hard to see how his clubs always" 
managed to come out on top. " * . .

Weekly, 
the honorary membership ot the 
Council members in the Dawson 
Key Society, piul several ques- 
tions dealing with Canteen and 
Snack Bar prices and staff. A last 
(jucstion dealt with just what each 
of the Council members bad done 
towards fulfilling their campaign 
platform promises. 

The resignation of the secre- 
tary-treasurer was run over as in 
the McGill Daily editorial of last 
Thursday, while the cost of the 
Uawson weekly was found to be 
three dollars a week up to the last 
issue when the advorllBcmcnt con- 
tr.iets ended. 

As to the question pertaining to 
why the Students Council should
